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Virginia Beauchamp Dies at 98: 
Professor, Led Women’s Issues

Virginia Walcott Beau- 
champ, 98, a longtime 
resident of Greenbelt, died 
on Sunday, February 10, 
2019. An English profes- 
sor at the University of 
Maryland, she began ad- 
vocating for a Women’s 
Studies Program at the 
university in 1968 and was 
the first coordinator of the 
new program when ap- 
proved in the mid-1970s. 
Dr. Beauchamp continued 
as a significant leader for 
women’s issues at the uni- 
versity, chairing the Wom- 
en’s Commission and serv- 
ing on the Faculty Senate. 
For more than 50 years 
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she was also a key player Virginia Beauchamp 


for this newspaper. 

Born Virginia Walcott in 
Sparta, Mich., she attended the 
University of Michigan for her 
B.A. and M.A. and then served 
in the Red Cross at the end of 
World War II. She later donated 
her Red Cross uniform to the 


Greenbelt Museum. After depart- 
ing on a troop ship from San 
Francisco on September 10, 1945, 
bound for the Philippines, she 


spent a year in post-war Japan,

a previous job in August 2016, 
he accepted the position with lit- 
tle hesitation.

These rules were not conducive 
to the working environment that 
Campbell had in mind partly due 
to lack of required financial re- 
sources for the team and lack of 
a high-level focus and attention 
to detail.

Racial progress in 
Greenbelt, prejudices in 
American leadership and 
the necessity of empower- 
ing children through edu- 
cation were the focus of 
the Black History Month 
speech given Sunday by 
Dr. Alvin Thornton to 
a crowd of over 200 at 
the Community Center. 
Thornton, chair of the 
Prince George’s County 
Board of Education, has 
a rich history as an edu- 
cator and advocate for 
public schools. He was 
a professor at Howard 
University, served on the 
Board of Education in 
the 1990s and chaired the Mary- 
land Commission on Education, 
Finance, Equity and Excellence, 
often referred to as the Thornton 
Commission.

Growing up in Alabama, 
Thornton said he was aware of 
the obstacles his ancestors faced, 
and he encountered many of his 
own. Yet, he could laugh when 
remarking that he didn’t always

wear a fancy suit or drive a 
nice car. “Because I’m stand- 
ing here before you indicates 
the possibilities of our nation. 
That in one generation I can 
come from a father who lived 
with his once-enslaved grand- 
mother and be the chairman 
of the school board of Prince 
George’s County.” 

He urged the audience 
to not give up on this fight 
to achieve equality for all, 
drawing on Greenbelt’s roots 
to show how a system of 
separation and bigotry can 
turn into something beautiful. 
Greenbelt was built with the 
labor of African Americans 
who were denied the oppor- 
tunity to live in the all-white 
community. “The Greenbelt 
concept, even though it was 
birthed in separateness and 
inequality, still had the potential 
to become what it’s becoming 
now.”

City Council Makes Decisions 
On Contracts and State Bills 


Aside from the proposed re- 
development plan for Beltway 
Plaza, which will be reported 
on separately, the Greenbelt City 
Council at its February 11 meet- 
ing mostly handled issues of leg- 
islation at both the city and state 
levels and accepted committee 
reports from the Ethics Com- 
mission and the Public Safety 
Advisory Committee. 

City Legislation 

By a 4-1 vote with Coun- 
cilmember Rodney Roberts op- 
posed, council approved a reso- 
lution to purchase lawn mowing 
and landscape services from P2 
Management Services at a cost 
of $46,000. Roberts argued that 
local youth should do this rather 
than contracting out. P2 submit- 
ted the lowest bid among the 
seven companies seeking the 
contract. 

Council also introduced for 
first reading a resolution to au- 
thorize the negotiated purchase 
of professional services to un- 
dertake a feasibility study and 
create concept-engineered design

Meets February 28 


The Astronomical Society of 
Greenbelt will hold its next meet- 
ing on Thursday, February 28 at 
7:30 p.m. at the Community Cen- 
ter, Room 114. All are welcome. 
The speaker will be Dr. Derek 
C. Richardson, speaking on The 
Double Asteroid Redirection Test 
(DART): Defending Earth. Over 
700,000 asteroids have been cata- 
logued to date, of which nearly 
20,000 are near-Earth asteroids 
(NEAs), and some of those pose 
a threat of future collision with 
Earth. The DART, a NASA mis- 
sion led by the Johns Hopkins 
University Applied Physics Labo- 
ratory, 1s a technology demonstra- 
tion of using a kinetic impactor 
to deflect such potentially haz- 
ardous asteroids. The mission 
will target the tiny 150-meter 
diameter moon of binary asteroid 
Didymos, striking it with the 540 
kg DART spacecraft. In this talk, 
Richardson will provide back- 
ground about asteroids (including 
binaries), the hazard they pose 
and possible corresponding miti- 
gation strategies and details about 
the DART mission.

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Fatmata Turay 


Fatmata Salamatu Mahot- 
Turay, formerly of Greenbelt 
East, died unexpectedly at the 
age of 39 on January 16, 2019. 

Fatmata was born in 1980 
to the family of a traditional 
Paramount Chief in Sierra Le- 
one. After completing secondary 
school in Freetown, she came to 
the United States in 2000, living 
in Philadelphia and New York 
before moving to Maryland. She 
earned a Certificate of Nursing 
Assistant, providing skilled and 
loving care in that role for many 
seniors and homebound individu- 
als in Greenbelt and nearby areas. 

While living on Greenbrook 


Drive, Fatmata with her hus- 
band Abdul Turay collected and 
shipped several tons of shoes 
and clothing to benefit victims 
of civil war and the ebola epi- 
demic in their home country. 
The News Review reported on 
their presentation at a Reel and 
Meal program organized by the 
Prince George’s County Peace & 
Justice Coalition at the New Deal 
Café in 2013 — and also recently 
published Abdul’s letter on the 
challenges faced by immigrants 
in the Greenbelt area. 

In addition to her husband 
Abdul and daughter Favor, now 
living in New Carrollton, Fatmata 
leaves many relatives in Sierra 
Leone and several in Maryland 
and New York. The family is 
facing additional adversity as 
2-year-old Favor is facing a ma- 
jor health issue for which she has 
received treatment at Children’s 
National Hospital and Kennedy 
Krieger Institute. 

At 2 p.m. on Saturday ,Febru- 
ary 23, Fatmata Mahoi-Turay’s 
life will be celebrated at Re- 
deemers Church of Christ in 
Lanham, followed by repast at 
St. Theodore Church Hall.

returning to the U.S. on May 
9, 1947. She met her husband, 
George E. Beauchamp, Jr., while 
both were in graduate school at 
the University of Chicago where 
she received her Ph.D. in English 
in 1955. The couple had three 
children: Edith, George and John. 

The Beauchamp family moved 
to the 8 Court of Crescent Road 
in 1957. From 1963 to 1965 the 
family lived in Lagos, Nige- 
ria, where she helped found the 
American International School 
of Lagos in 1964, serving on 
their first school board, which 
she recently described as one of 
her proudest achievements. When 
the family returned, they moved 
into a new home on Maplewood 
Court. Beauchamp again taught 
at the university and volunteered 
on the newspaper. A few months 
after moving in, her husband 
was sent to Saigon for several 
years by the State Department 
during the Vietnam War, while 
she and the children stayed in 
Greenbelt. When there was time, 
she enjoyed playing bridge at the 
Community Center and attended 
cultural events. She took great 
pride in her children and, much 
later, her grandchildren. 

At the News Review, Beau- 
champ held all of the editorial 
positions: editor, reporter, edito- 
rial writer and senior copy editor. 
She was a member of the board 
of directors for most of those 
years. During the paper’s 75th 
anniversary celebration, Beau- 
champ recalled picking up the 
paper from her doorstep on the 
first Thursday after the family 
moved to town. Soon after, she 
answered a call from the paper 
for more staff. She worked in 
the basement of the Parkway of- 
fice along with then-editor Harry 
Zubkoff and Phyllis Chasanow, a 
high school girl and later a res- 
taurant critic for the Washington 
Post. Beauchamp is also respon- 
sible for recruiting her neighbor, 
Mary Lou Williamson, in 1962, 
when asking for help in locating 
a poem by Robert Frost to use in 
her class the next morning. Beau- 
champ, with other senior staff, 
helped prepare documents needed 
for the 1965 libel suit against the 
paper by a local developer that 
ended in 1970 with a unanimous 
decision in the paper’s favor by 
the U.S. Supreme Court. 

In 2002, the Greenbelt Labor 
Day Festival Committee named 
her the Outstanding Citizen. 
Chairperson Robert Zugby said 
“Dr. Virginia Beauchamp has 
added distinction to the City of 
Greenbelt. She is a dedicated 
community worker and leader, 


is modest and unassuming, a 
beloved teacher, has integrity, 
tenacity, humor, warmth and is 
productive and creative. We feel 
that she is a very outstanding 
person and one that is not only 
notable locally, but nationally and 
internationally as well.” She also 
participated in the work of the 
Greenbelt Nursery School, Gray 
Panthers, Greenbelt Arts Associa- 
tion, Senior Housing Association 
and GIVES. 

In 1976, Beauchamp became 
a founding member of the Wom- 
en’s Action Coalition of Prince 
George’s County, a network of 
diverse women’s groups. She 
served on the Prince George’s 
County Commission on Women 
from 1990 to 1993. She also 
worked with others on founding 
the University’s Ollie program for 
life-long learning. 

Beauchamp coordinated lec- 
tures for women scholars at the 
University of Maryland and wrote 
books and articles, including A 
Private War: Letters and Diaries 
of Madge Preston 1862-1867. 
The diaries chronicle the every- 
day middle-class life of a 19th 
century Baltimore woman as 
well as her private life where 
she records her husband’s rages, 
infidelities, beatings and verbal 
abuse. She also worked on a 15- 
year collaboration through the 
Folger Library on restoring and 
republishing a 16th century best 
seller, first published in London 
in 1529 on women in Tudor Eng- 
land and how they should live 
their lives: The Instruction of a 
Christian Woman by Juan Luis 
Vives. Her work with two key 
collaborators, Elizabeth Hageman 
(University of New Hampshire) 
and Margaret Mikesell (John 
Jay College CUNY) and others 
was published in 2002 when she 
was 82 and 
12 years after 
her official re- 
tirement from 
the Universi- 
ty. Her writ- 
ings and her 
contributions 
to achieving 
gender equity 
in Maryland 
educational 
institutions 
during the 
first decade of 
Title IX won 
her the Gov- 
ernor’s Award. 
Her article for 
the Mary- 
land Histori- 
cal Magazine 
drawn from 


the private writings of the Catho- 
lic nuns who nursed the soldiers 
on the battlefield following the 
Battle of Gettysburg, “The Sisters 
and the Soldiers,” also won ac- 
claim for its gripping eyewitness 
accounts before, during and after 
the battle. 

In 1991, Beauchamp was 
named to the Prince George’s 
County Women’s Hall of Fame 
and in 2003 she was inducted 
into the Maryland Women’s Hall 
of Fame. The citation notes that 
she “is a pioneer, risk taker, intel- 
lectual with a vision and has giv- 
en women the power to believe 
they have a history to be proud 
of, and a future to believe in.” 

In 2015, the University of 
Maryland and the American As- 
sociation of University Women 
gathered 40 women and men 
from many parts of her life to 
honor her, holding a program 
titled: A Celebration of a Lifelong 
Champion of Equity for Women, 
Virginia Walcott Beauchamp in 
her 95th year. 

The Beauchamp marriage 
ended in divorce. She is sur- 
vived by her daughter Edith, of 
Greenbelt; sons George (Deb- 
bie) of New Smyrna Beach, Fla; 
John (Esther), of Baltimore; five 
grandchildren: Catherine, George 
Aaron, Leslie, Kristen and Al- 
len Beauchamp and two great- 
grandsons. 

A memorial service is planned 
for later in the year.

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Rays on the Roof Addresses 
Investment/ Donation Options

Some Greenbelters have ex- 
pressed questions or concerns 
about the donation and invest- 
ment programs proposed to fund 
the Co-op’s solar roof project. 
These notes are also available 
as FAQs on the Co-op’s website 
at greenbelt.coop/cms/join/solar- 
array-project/frequently-asked- 
questions/. 

Investments 

According to Board Member 
Dr. Bill Jones, who oversees 
the Board’s investment strategy, 
when a Co-op member invests 
in Co-op under this program, the 
total of their current member- 
ship balance in the Co-op and 
investment in Rays on the Roof 
may not total more than $10,000. 
Member capital held by Co-op is 
not a guaranteed investment (nor 
has it ever been) and the capital 
investment was originally re- 
quired in 1984 by lenders to the 
newly-formed Co-op as evidence 
of community commitment, ac- 
cording to Richard Bates, who 
was on the Co-op board at that 
time. There is no FDIC insur- 
ance or Maryland state insurance 
on these investments and it is 
possible (though Co-op believes 
highly unlikely) that the investor 
will not get their money back at 
the term of the investment. The 
investor must assess their ability 
to take this risk. 

Jones confirms that if no part 
of the project (which includes 
the new roof and the solar ar- 
ray) goes ahead, contributions 
(either donations or investments, 
but excluding cash-register ticket 
donations) to Rays on the Roof 
will be returned as is. Most of 
these funds are currently still 
in pledge form. Interest on the 
investments begins on the official 
start of the project, to be deter- 
mined based on state funding and 
project readiness.

Co-op rules state that mem- 
bers may be either individuals or 
organizations. This means that 
businesses and groups (e.g. other 
co-ops, stores, professional and 
consulting firms and other busi- 
nesses) may invest up to $10,000 
as well as donating an unlimited 
amount. 

Donations 

Donations are of two types. 
An individual may 

a) donate a specific larger sum 
of money directly, or 

b) may purchase $1, $3 or $5 
tickets at the cash register. 

There is no dollar limit on 
donations. 

Because Co-op is not a 501(c) 
(3), donations are not (nor would 
ever have been even prior to the 
new tax laws) tax deductible as 
an itemized deduction on indi- 
vidual income taxes. Investors 
in doubt should seek qualified 
tax advice. 

Donations are an important 
part of fund-raising efforts and 
can be combined with invest- 
ments of varying lengths (4, 7 
and 10 years) as a mix-and-match 
option. By donating an amount 
approximately equal to the in- 
terest on an investment, donors 
can offset the cost of interest to 
Co-op while still retrieving their 
initial investment in full. For ex- 
ample, a donation of $2,000 and 
an investment of $8,000 will re- 
turn $10,000 to the originator by 
the end of the investment period. 

Other Concerns 

The Co-op Board makes the 
following assurances based on 
concerns and questions raised by 
members: 

¢ Co-op’s lease, as amended, 
specifically addresses lease du- 
ration, ownership of the array 
and its products and confirms

What once was used as an 
after-school program for friends 
to hang out until their parents 
picked them up after work turned 
into a group of 22 students work- 
ing diligently and competitively 
on their robots during the 2016- 
2017 seasons. 

As STEM classes and pro- 
grams continuously grow and 
evolve across the world, VEX 
Robotics is expanding, too. Area 
53 is among 20,000 teams that 
rely on and compete in VEX 
Robotics because they are known 
to be reliable, cost-efficient and 
innovative. 

For the 2018-2019 Area 53 
team, being a member Is a privi- 
lege. Although there are stressful 
times when robots break or don’t 
do what is expected, team mem- 
bers are equipped to tackle issues 
head on. 

Caleb Wheeler, a former 
wrestler and current senior on 
the team, expressed similarities 
between the two activities. He 
said, “If you want to be good, 
that means completely breaking 
yourself. It means maintaining 
discipline across your entire team, 
because if one person fails then 
you could possibly lose points 
for the entire team. I learned to 
remain disciplined for a general 
goal for the benefit of everybody 
on the team.” 

Every member on the team 
has a job for their respective 
robot that includes either pro- 
gramming, designing or building. 
Miles Campbell, another senior 
and son of the head coach, said, 
“Every team is very involved 
with their own robot and what 
they are doing. But there’s a lot 
of cooperation when parts are 
needed or ideas are recommend- 
ed.” He also said most practices 
are intense, especially those lead- 
ing up to competitions. 





Wheeler and his group went 
into practices with a little more 
stress than the rest. Unfortunately, 
his group started the season de- 
pleted after their robot failed 
to work, time and time again. 
With the other six groups either 
in states or nationals, Wheeler’s 
group was the only one that had 
not qualified leading up to their 
final competition on February 2. 
After weeks of breaking down to 
rebuild, Wheeler’s team finally 
qualified for the state competi- 
tion by winning second place 
out of 31 teams in the last VEX 
meeting. He said when his robot 
works like expected “it’s like 
a cylinder block lifted off your 
chest.” 

Head coach Campbell reflected 
on that moment as a tear rolled 
down his cheek, “He [Wheeler] 
remained persistent. It’s the per- 
sistence that matters, not the ge- 
nius.” Wheeler, who has only two 
years of experience on the team, 
has earned a role as a mentor to 
underclass teammates. “That boy 
has got a bright future ahead of 
him and I hope I am around to 
see it because he’s a good kid,” 
Campbell said. 

Campbell’s passion for robot- 
ics and his team stems from the 
similar interest that the Segway 
inventor, Dean Kamen, had. Ka- 
men propelled the idea that ro- 
botics fundamentally combines 
mechanical engineering with 
software engineering. And for 
Campbell, exposing high school 
students to those concepts is of 
utmost importance. “The whole 
nation is talking about STEM, 
STEM, STEM. This [robotics] is 
it in reality,” Campbell said.

¢ The Co-op’s finances have 
been either reviewed or audited 
in every year of its history and 
its financial statements are issued 
by the auditors. 

¢ Co-op is financially solvent 
and though sales are not spectac- 
ular, it has a positive cash flow. 

¢ Reserves are low. This, how- 
ever, 1S a significant factor in 
motivating the bond bill request 
which, in addressing the roof/so- 
lar project, also offers the means 
to build reserves. 

¢ Co-op’s sprinkler system did 
leak at one time, but was long 
since repaired and remains fully 
functional, meeting all regulatory 
requirements. 

¢ SEC requirements at both 
federal and state levels have been 


assessed and there is no concern 
about the ability of Co-op to ex- 
tend its existing member capital 
program to accommodate new 
levels of investment. 

Readers are encouraged to 
submit questions directly and 
raise their concerns or comments 
about Rays on the Roof directly 
to the Co-op board. Questions 
and observations are most wel- 
come as they allow the board 
to understand what information 
needs are.

State Legislation 

Council took actions to sup- 
port the following state legislative 
proposals: 1) House Bill (HB) 
102/ Senate Bill (SB) 442 which 
would prohibit the state from 
constructing toll roads or bridges 
without the consent of a majority 
of affected counties, 2) HB109/ 
SB 285 which would extend the 
ban on the sale or use of certain 
polystyrene food service prod- 
ucts on or after January 1, 2020. 
Prince George’s County already 
has this ban which the legisla- 
tion would extend to the entire 
state. 3) HB21/SB279 which 
would provide matching grants 
to nonprofit organizations for ag- 
ing in place programs, 4) HB209 
which would require that any 
privately-owned transportation 
project with tunnels prepare an 
environmental impact statement 
in accord with the National En- 
vironmental Policy Act. Anne 
Healey, Greenbelt’s state delegate, 
is the primary sponsor of this bill 
and Delegates Tawanna Gaines 
and Alonzo Washington are co- 
sponsors. Several in the room 
indicated that the main project 
affected by this act would be the 
proposed hyper-loop. 

In addition, council also sup- 
ported 5) SB387/HB669 which 
would require that anyone seek- 
ing to construct a natural gas 
pipeline obtain certain water 
quality certifications from the 
Maryland Department of the En- 
vironment, 6) SB516/HB1158 
which would increase Maryland’s 
Renewable Portfolio Standard to 
50 percent by 2030. The current 
standard is 25 percent by 2020. 
Greenbelt’s entire state delegation 
are cosponsors of this proposal. 
7) SB316 would prohibit park- 
ing of non-electric vehicles in a 
designated charging space. 

Small Cell Towers 

Bill Manico submitted a pro- 
posal modeled in part on a Ta- 
koma Park ordinance for a small 
cell notice policy. Council took 
the proposal under advisement 
so that the feasibility, cost and 
practicality could be assessed. 
The proposed ordinance would 
set out the process for public 
notification regarding requests for 
approval of new small cell towers 
in Greenbelt. City Attorney Todd 
Pounds has reviewed the draft 
and said that he is not sure that 
the legislation is needed but has 
no objection if council decides 
to adopt it.

Committee Reports 

Council accepted the Ethics 
Commission Report #2019-01 
that recommended expanding 
the commission to five members 
in order to ensure that there are 
adequate commissioners to hear 
any case that may come before 
them. With just three members, 
the report points out, the absence 
or recusal of a single member 
requires the case to be decided 
by just two members. This report 
will be considered at a future 
meeting. 

Council also accepted a report 
from the Public Safety Advisory 
Committee (PSAC) proposing 
that the city install solar lights 
and mile markers along the In- 
dian Creek Trail to improve the 
safety of trail users. In addition, 
PSAC recommends bike patrols, 
call boxes at the entrances to the 
trail and periodic trimming of 
plants not protected under envi- 
ronmental regulations. 

PSAC also called for a safety 
review of the WMATA trail once 
it is complete, although it noted 
that the recommendations for the 
Indian Creek Trail would also 
likely apply to the WMATA trail. 

Proclamations 

Mayor Emmett Jordan pre- 
sented a proclamation declaring 
February 17 as Random Acts of 
Kindness Day and February as 
Black History Month in Green- 
belt. Planned observances include 
a Democratic Club-sponsored 
showing of the movie Buffalo 
Soldiers at the Greenbriar Com- 
munity Center, and a showing 
and discussion of the documen- 
tary Power to Deal and a free 
showing of the movie Hidden 
Figures at the Old Greenbelt The- 
atre including a speaker from the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration on Sunday, Febru- 
ary 24. (The events without dates 
have already happened.) 

In addition to the proclama- 
tions, members of the Explorer 
Post sponsored by the Greenbelt 
Police discussed how the police 
explorer program benefits them.

Daniel Sandoval, who 1s interest- 
ed in a career in law enforcement 
or the criminal justice system, 
said the program has helped him 
develop leadership skills. Duncan 
Proctor said the goals of the pro- 
gram promote personal growth 
through character development 
and improving physical fitness 
and patriotism, among other ben- 
efits. He noted that post members 
must maintain a grade point aver- 
age of at least 2.0 and have no 
serious infractions.

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Greenbelters Run Marathon, 
Savor Satisfaction of Success 


There are many reasons a 
person would choose to par- 
ticipate in a marathon: exercise, 
personal achievement and hap- 
piness are a few. It also takes a 
lot of preparation, practice and 
mental determination to complete 
the 26.2 mile race. But the best 
part about it is simple: the race 
is open to anyone who wants to 
give it a try. 

Raj Bhanot, who coordinates 
the annual George Washington’s 
Birthday Marathon, described 
the event as an opportunity for 
growth and giving back.

While this was not her first time 
running in a marathon, Kroll 
made her first appearance in 
this marathon with her team, the 
Sprintsteens.

The relay run consisted of 
three loops with each runner 
responsible for completing their 
own part of the marathon.

the race as well. Though she 
had much experience running, 
Kroll recalled a time when racing 
wasn’t always open for every- 
one to join. “It used to only be 
geared to the elite runners, partic- 
ularly white men. Women weren’t 
allowed to participate at first, but 
now there’s equal opportunity,” 
she explained. Kroll was happy 
to see that men and women of all 
ages, sizes and backgrounds are 
able to participate in the event. 
“What I love about running 1s 
that it is available to anyone in 
any condition. You don’t need 
any specific skills to join and it 
brings people together because 
it is not exclusive to one kind 
of person,” she said. “Whether 
you’re walking or running, all 
you need is a pair of sneakers 
and you’re good to go.” 

After more than four hours, 
the Sprintsteens crossed the finish 
line. In the aftermath of the race, 
Kroll and her teammates glowed 


with the satisfaction of meeting 
a tough challenge. Though they 
did not cross the finish line first, 
Kroll said completing the race 
was an accomplishment in itself. 
“Some people run unprepared, 
some people even run barefoot, 
just show up and do whatever it 
is that you do,” she said.

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Greenbelt’s Youth Baseball 
Joins National Little League

Riley Hebert remembers step- 
ping up to bat as a 9-year-old in 
Greenbelt’s Youth Baseball team 
and facing a pitcher who was 
four years older than he was. 
“Sometimes I felt a little not-in- 
the-same-group,” said Riley. 

Now that Greenbelt’s Youth 
Baseball league has joined the 
national Little League, this is 
one of many issues that players 
and coaches don’t have to worry 
about. While the previous pitch 
group was for players ages 9 to 
12, the new divisions split play- 
ers into 9- to 10-year-old and 
11- to 12-year-old groups. 

This is one of many reasons 
Greenbelt Baseball President 
Patrick Keaton pushed for the 
league to join. “Little League 
helps groups produce a positive 
baseball experience for youth. 
They can provide us guidance, 
training and all kinds of things 
we didn’t have access to before 
to help us do a better job,” said 
Keaton. 

David Lynch, a board mem- 
ber and coach, said he has some 
substantial work to do for the 
latter role, including studying a 
220-page Little League rulebook 
and memorizing the permitted 
coaching practices. 

Yet, as a parent, he is very 
excited about the product of all 
of his required studying. 

“T’m just thrilled at the oppor- 
tunity to see my son develop fur- 
ther and play on a broader scale. 
The larger the interest and the 
more you play, I think it really 
creates that interest to continue 
and the level of development 
happens faster,” he said. 

One of the larger changes 
Lynch is excited about is the 
chance for players to potentially 
compete in the Little League 
World Series. It’s just one of the 
many new possibilities that have 
opened up for players that didn’t 
exist before. 

A lack of manpower is one 
of the biggest challenges for the 
Greenbelt Little League. The 
entire staff is volunteer. Keaton, 
who is hoping for increased 
membership in the League, ex- 
plained that they will need all

the help they can get to accom- 
modate more players. 

The team has been active 
since 1951. Keaton said that after 
68 years, there were many rea- 
sons they decided to make this 
switch. One was some changes 
in personnel over the past year. 

“Last year was a chaotic year 
at times. We had some coach 
turnover at the end of the year,” 
he said. 

Now, Keaton hopes the tran- 
sition to Little League will cre- 
ate only positive changes for 
the community. “It just feels 
like Greenbelt should have Lit- 
tle League. Little League is all 
about providing a place for kids 
that’s safe, that’s high quality, 
where kids can learn and have 
fun. It feels like that’s what 
Greenbelt is about.” 

The league will be hosting 
a fundraising event with a free 
showing of The Sandlot at the 
Old Greenbelt Theatre at 11:00 
a.m. on February 23. An evalua- 
tion, or tryout, for players age 9 
and older will be held March 9 
at McDonald Field.

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Black History Celebrated At Community Gathering

Greenbelt honored its history 
and looked to the future with a 
mixture of art, poetry, dance and 
passionate speeches at Sunday’s 
Black History Month celebration 
at the Community Center. 

Booming drums accompanied 
the presenters as they walked to 
the stage, and emcee Brian Butler 
opened the ceremony with, “we 
call on the ancestors of all those 
present to join with us in love 
and peace as we celebrate Black 
History Month.” While paying 
homage to those who came be- 
fore, the event also focused on 
the future of Greenbelt. After 
asking for the permission of the 
oldest attendee to proceed with 
the ceremony, Butler also asked 
the youngest member of the audi- 
ence for permission to proceed. 

The importance of empower- 
ing youth was a main theme in 
Prince George’s County Board 
of Education Chair Dr. Alvin 
Thornton’s speech. He proclaimed 
education is the key to moving 
Greenbelt forward, receiving roar- 
ing applause when he said, “I am 
the product of public education.” 

Thornton’s speech was fol- 
lowed by Dem Raider Boyz Step 
Squad, who performed a powerful 
and elaborate routine, inspired by 
Black History Month, that they 
prepared in just one week. The 
crowd sat on the edge of their 
seats while the boys stepped 
with stunning precision, evoking 
laughter, gasps and several stand- 
ing ovations.

part of such a “phenomenal pro- 
gram.” 

Mayor Emmett Jordan talked 
about Greenbelt’s complicated 
history, reminding attendees how 
the community was built with the 
hard labor of African Americans 
who were not permitted to live 
in the all-white community when 
it began. Today, over 50 percent 
of Greenbelt residents are Afri- 
can American. “Black history 1s 
American history, so as a com- 
munity we are all celebrating 
together,” Jordan said. 

Councilmember Colin Byrd 
shared his pride and gratitude at 
being the second African Ameri- 
can to be elected to the Greenbelt 
City Council, and thanked Jordan 
for being the first. He expressed 
the importance of acknowledg- 
ing the wrongs done to Afri- 
can Americans in Greenbelt and 
across the nation, but to continue 
focusing on moving forward. 

“T look forward to working 
with the community to continue 
to remember our past, to make 
sure our future is bright, and to 
make sure now and forever .... 
Greenbelt is a place of love, joy 
and happiness for all its resi- 
dents.” Nicole Williams, who 
helped promote the event, said 
she was amazed by the turnout. 
While she and other organiz- 
ers expected between 50 to 100 
people, over 200 showed. “I think 
that’s a testament to the city and 
to the community,” she said.

Although Thornton said 
Greenbelt has made sweeping 
progress, he spoke about remain- 
ing local and national challenges. 
When Prince George’s County 
voted to pass a resolution to 
discuss the Black Lives Matter 
movement in schools in Febru- 
ary, some community members 
wondered why such focus needed 
to be paid to it. “Black is really 
a surrogate for an aspiration to 
achieve justice and equality for 
all of us,” Thornton said. 

This sense of inequality, he 
said, is being deepened by Presi- 
dent Donald Trump, who chal- 
lenged President Barack Obama’s 
citizenship status, explicitly called 
developing nations by derogatory 
names and promi- 
nently displays 
Andrew Jackson’s 
portrait in the Oval 
Office. 

“Presidents Day 
is tomorrow. May- 
be one day we’ll 
again have a presi- 
dent who deserves 
Presidents Day,” 
Thornton said to 
laughter and ap- 
plause, adding, 
“You got that? Put 
that on Facebook.”

After years of battling injus- 
tice and prejudice, Thornton 1s 
not stopping now. 

“Let’s not get tired! I’m 70 
years old and I am in no way 
tired ... there is work to be 
done on behalf of our babies.” 

Thornton said fighting for 
a strong education system and 
reducing the wealth gap are 
two of the most important is- 
sues Americans must conquer 
to create a better future for 
children. It is something he 
has focused his career on, par- 
ticularly with his pioneering 
actions on the Thornton Com- 
mission, which produced a 
state aid formula to better fund 
Maryland schools.

“We'll fight to ensure our 
children don’t inherit the burdens 
I inherited.

It was a message that reso- 
nated with attendees, from the 
cheers and exclamations of 
agreement to the quiet head-nod- 
ding at more somber moments. 

“T was touched by his speech, 
his meaning of bringing us to- 
gether and we’ve got to start 
with our students,” said JoAnne 
Ward-Small, a Greenbelt resi- 
dent and former public school 
counselor. 

Some traveled from surround- 
ing communities to hear Thorn- 
ton speak, and were not disap- 
pointed. 

“Very powerful,” said Dwight 
Scott, a Capitol Heights resident. 
“He touched on some really great 
things especially as the nation 
is moving sort of backwards at 
this moment. We should be fully 
aware of that.”
